Indian Sheik Demands 
New, Fast Cars—Often

ASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Lo! the poor Indian. - Horses, 
indeed, just motor cars and 


horses, horses? No, 
more and more motor cars. 

In this modern automotive age | 
the once poor redskin, now turned 
Wealthy by the oil from his lands 
that propels the motor transporta- 
tion of the world, likes: his auto- | 
mobile fast and snappy—new ones | 
quick—and a fast turnover in his 
buying. 

Claims of Oklahoma automo- 
bile dealers against a young 
Osage sheik who recently became 
of age were filed with the In- 
terior Department showing sale 
and exchange of a total of nine 
cars for his personal use within 
three years. 

By the time these various trans- 
actions had been completed this 
Osage ward of the government had 
both first and second mortgages 
on all his lands, including both his 
original allotment and homestead,

amounting to $13,887, while other | 


debts against him brought the total 
up to $30,000. 

According to the claims presented 
to the department, which has juris- 
diction over all Indian lands and 
Indian affairs, the first car sold to 
the Indian youth when he was but 
18 years old was a speedster costing 
$2,021. In six months this car was 
traded in for another without any! 
eash transaction. j 

The youthful allottee then sold | 
it for $550 cash and the original | 
dealer arranged to sell him a new, 
roadster, the price being $1,600. He; 
kept this car for about seven | 
months, when it was traded to an- | 
‘other dealer, who sold him a new} 
‘automobile for $1,950. In five 
months this car was sold toa sec- 
ond-hand dealer from Texas for! 
$950. : 

In May, 1924, the first dealer | 
sold the young Osage 
new roadster for $1,900. After | 
keeping it for eight months it 
was turned back to this dealer 
to cover a garage bill for $550 
and $1090 cash. 

In November, 1924, the same 
dealer sold him a new automo- 
bile for $2,095. At the end of 
six months this car was traded 
for a new car to another dealer, 
the cost being $2,450, less an al- 
lowance of $750 for the old car. 

After operating this car for 
about eight months, another dealer 
arranged with the young Osage to 
trade it in for a $1,120 roadster, 
allowing $650 for the old car. 

On February 3, 1926, the Indian 
motorist reached the age of 21. 
The same day he acknowledged the | | 
mortgages on his lands and the fol-/} 
lowing day signed the necessary 
notes. His original allotment was 
also sold on this date. 

In addition to placing his signa- 
ture on these mortgages and notes, | 
the youth’s brother and father are 
involved in his indebtedness, hav- | 
ing gone security on a number of 
automobiles that were sold him. 

According to the superintendent | 
of the Osage agency, the Osage | 
youth has surplus funds accumu- |! 
lated to his credit from oil royal- | 
ties amounting to $44,668.21. He} 
has never received a certificate of | 
competency. 

If all the automobile users in 
the United States bought and 
traded in cars at the same rate 
as this young Osage, it would be 
necessary to increase production 
about 400 per cent. yearly while 
imternal revenue lawyers. in 
Washington would be swamped 
with busimess of filing excess 
profits taxes for motor car deal- 
ers. 

Years ago the government's hard- 
est problem was keeping whisky 
from the Indians and Indians from 
whisky. But today the “poor” In- 
dian gets drunk on oil royalties and

CRUDE RUBBER 
STOCKS GAIN 


Inventories for Third 
Quarter Show 
98,698 Tons 


(A preliminary report of statistics in 
the crude rubber industry fer the third 
quarter ‘as prepared by the Rubber Ae 
sociation of America, Inc., was pub- 
lished in last Friday’s Automofive 
Daily News. The following is a further 
digest of the information contained in 
the association’s bulletin.) 

New York, Nov. 15.—Crude 
rubber consumption figures are 
estimated at 92 per cent. and 
the crude rubber inventory fig- 
ures at 95 per cent. of the total 
for the entire industry, based on 
the survey made by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce for the first 
six months of 1926. Returns 
came from 189 manufacturers, 
forty-four crude rubber import- 
ers and dealers and eight -re- 
claimers (solely) employing 161,- 
$22 employees, 

These show an inventory of 
crude rubber of 98,698 long tons 
of rubber on hand and afloat for 
United States ports on September 
30. This compares with the total 
for the third quarter of last year 
of $3,611 long tons, an increase for 
the past quarter of 15,087 long 
tons. 

Of this the manufacturers had 
59,635 long tons “plantation,” and 
importers and dealers 32,903 long 
tons. Mani“acturers had 1,822 
long tons of Para, importers and 
dealers 1,395 long tons. There 
were 1,963 long tons of other 
grades in the hands of manufac- 
turers and 980 long tons of all 
other grades in the hands of im- 
porters and dealers. 

On September 30 there were re- 
ported afloat 38,385 tons of planta- 
tion, of which importers and deal- 
ers had 20,445 tons and manufac- 
turers 17,940 tons; 1,201 tons of 
Para, of which 863 were in the 
hands of importers nad dealers and 
338 in the hands of manufacturers, 

The total stock of reclaimed, rub- 
ber on September 30 was 13,768 
tons, of which 7568 tons were in 
the hands of manufacturers (who 
reclaim), and 1,657 tons exclusive 
reclaimers. ° 

The production of reclaimed 
rubber for the quarter was 40,020 
tons, of which manfacturers pro- 
duced 25,841 and reclaimers 14,179. 
Shipments were 23,140, of which 
reclaimers made 14,992 amd manu- 
facturers 8,152. Total consump- 
tion was estimated at 30,578 tons. 

The scrap rubber inventory 
showed 66,902 long tons, of which 
reclaimers had 41,652 and manu- 
facturers 23,763. Consumption of 
scrap rubber was 52.068 long tons 
and deliveries due were estimated 
at 18,570 long tons. ,

' Bell case decision grew out of ob- 
, jection of W. R. Henry, Tennessee 
'motor truck driver, to the Ken- 
tucky license tax. The Kenton 
case, decided in favor of Cincin- 
nati operator by Circuit Judge Ap- 
'plegate in Covington, Ky., on Sep- 
tember 8, is similar to the case de- 
cided by the chief justice. 





Out-of-state operators have been 
contending in the Kenton 
that the truck license law is a 
revenue statute, and for that 
reason interference with interstate 
commerce, but the chief justice in 
effect held otherwise. 

The motor truck tax law orders 
a $20 tax a year for a truck having 
a capacity of 1,000 pounds, and up 
to $300 for more than 10,000 
pounds capacity.

Washington, Nov. 15.—The 
Connecticut Telephone and Elec- * 
tric Company, owner of an au- 
tomobile ignition mechanism

they are too prosperous and too contented under 

present conditions. Wages are high in the tire in- 
dustry. Work is stable. A great part of the tire 
workers own or are buying their own homes. They 

are being fairly treated and do not feel that they are 

oppressed. 

Unionism makes its converts where labor is not pros- 
perous and feels that it is being oppressed. When conditions 
of this kind exist, unionization is the obvious cure. But 
where labor is perfectly contented, earning good wages for 
a reasonaple day’s work, the only gainer by unionization is 
the union. The workers will not get bigger wages nor 
shorter hours, but they will have to contribute dues to the 
support of their union and its national body. When the 
workers in the tire plants begin to feel that they are not 
getting a square deal, that wages are not keeping pace with 
costs, then they may think about unionizing; but that time 
is certainly not now. 





Restrictions on Again 

HEN the next quarter of the rubber year begins on 

November 1, exports of this product from the British 
East Indian colonies will be reduced to 80 per cent. This 
announcement was made recently by the British Colonial 
Office, the reason for the reduction being that the 
price of rubber during the present quarter has fallen below 
the 42 cent minimum which had been set. Furthermore, a 
new minimum price has been set for the second quarter, 
which begins February 1, this new low being 48 cents per 
pound. If the average price of rubber during that period 
does not reach this upset price, there will be further re- 
striction. 

Just what effect this is going to have we cannot tell at 
the moment. The restriction to 80 per cent. of the present 
100 per cent. exporting allowance will certainly tend to lessen 
the available supply of spot. The immediate effect on rub- 
ber prices will probably be determined by the extent to which 
our manufacturers have fortified themselves by contract 
purchases. But one thing is sure: If the restriction con- 
tinues, sooner or later prices are certain to take the upward 
curve. As it is, even the announcement of the coming im- 
position of restrictions has tended to make the market bull- 
ish on futures. It is scarcely likely, however, that we shall 
see again the tempestuous days of last winter when rubber 
went over the dollar mark and speculation ran riot. 


Now that the motor bus has become a major arm of 
transportation, the problem of snow removal becomes even 
more important than it has been in the past. Ten of the 
Massachusetts automobile clubs affiliated with the A. A. A. 
are meeting in Worcester on December 6 to discuss this 
problem among others. Massachusetts is making extensive 
use of bus transportation, and the heavy snow falls of the 
state make it imperative that snow removal be placed upon 
a practical and permanent basis.
